Our Ships are fail’d from hence with two 
Regiments of Spanifh Infantry, who are to 
be difpos'd in theMaritime places of Spain. 
The Viceroy has order’d a Tax of 10 per 

_ Cent. which is laid on Houfes and Stocks, 
to be collected rigoroufly, to make up in part or in 
whole the Free Gift to the King, that has formerly 
been mention’d. 

They write from Rome of the 21ft, That the 
Pope was indifpos’d again, and in greater Danger 
than ever of falling into a Dropfy : Neverthelefs he 
has held feveral Congregations upon the prefent State 
of Affairs in Italy ;_ in one of which it was refolv’d 
to raife 5000 Men for the greater Security of the 
Ferrareze, and other Frontiers of the Ecclefiaftical 
State:HisHolinefs ftill excufing himfelf from granting 
Winter-Quarters to the Imperialifts in the Ferrareze, 
for that the French and Spaniards would pretend to 
the fame Favour, and ’tis his Refolution to obferve 
an exact Neutrality.And that the Difference between 
the Courts of Rome and Savoy was not yet com- 

od, 
. They write from Milan, That on the 17th Vit. 
Te Deum was {ung in the Cathedral of that City,with 
firing of Cannon, &c. for the Retreat of the Confede- 
rates from before Cadiz. And that the King of Spain 
would go fromGenoua with aSquadron of 13Galleys 
to Antibes’ or Marfeilles; his heavy Baggage and 
moft. of ,his- Coaches. being already fent by the 
way of Turin to wait for him in fome Town of 

Venice, O&..27. The Count d’Ulfield pafs’d thro’ 
this City a few days ago, to go to the Army under 
Prince Eugene: We have Advice that above half of 
the Inhabitants of Mantua have left their _ be- 
caufe of the extream Poyerty and Scarcity ‘Provi- 
fions to which the. War has. reduc’d that Place: And 
‘tis apprehended that the Towns.in the Modeneze 
will be abandon’d in. like manner, becaufe of the 
Impofitions and quartering of Soldiers with which 
they are burden’d by the French. We hear that the 
Chevalier de Fourbin having been joyn’d at Ancona 
by 7 Tartans with 1200 Men from Naples, is gone 
with his Squadron to the Mouth of the Po,. to at- 


tempt to burn.the Imperial Magazine at Mezola in. 


the Ferrareze: But ‘tis believ’d he will not fucceed, 
becaufe Prince Engene has confiderably angmentred 
Forces that guard that Magazine.

The French 
give out, That they will bring 60000 Men into the 

ield in the Netherlands, next Spring. 

Cologne, Nov. 7. "Tis uncertain whether Bonn 
will be befieg’d yet or not; tho’ the Eletor Pala- 
tine preffes it very earneftly. The Chancellor 
Karrig, the Marquefs d’Allegre, and other chief 
Officers in Bonn, ae away their beft Effects two 
days ago towards the Mofelle. ’Lis {aid thar fome 
Ammunition arid Provifions are to come from Metz 
down the Mofelle to Bonn, and the French threaten 
to bombard Coblentz if the Elector of Triers refute 
ro let the Boats pis through that City. The Elector o 
Cologne being declar’d an Enemy to the Empire, th 
Chapter have taken the Adminiftration upon them- 
felves, provifionally. 20000 Men of the Confederate 
Troops being expected here, and a great number of 
Draught-Horfes and Carriages fummon’d in, out of 
the Countrys of Bergues, Cologne, and Juliers, ’tis 
hoped now that Bonn will be befieg’d ; tho’ others 
think this Body of Troops is to march towards the 
Moéfelle.
